Prices on Butter and Eggs. 
The Adams County Price Fixing Com- 


mittee at their meeting Tuesday night de- 
cided to add bread, butter and epgs to the 
list of household necessities on which fig- 
ures should be placed. It was revealed 
that some country grocers were paying as 
low as 30 cents a pound for butter, while 
in othei sections they were paying from 40 
to 42 cents. A sliding scale was accord- 
ingly adopted for this week, dependant on 
the quality of the butter. The purchas- 
ing price was fixed at from 30 to 40 cents, 
and the retail price from 35 to 45 cents. 
A sharp change in the general market 
would cause some deviation from this. 
Creamery butter was fixed at 48 cents 
wholesale aud 52 cents retail. The whole- 
sale price of eggs is 32 cents and retail 37 
cents. Bread wrapped is to have a cost 
price of 8 cenft per pound loaf and a sell- 
ing price of 10 cents. Unwrapped the cost 
is 8 cents and the selling price 9 cents. 


Graham flour is added, having the same 


price as wheat and rye flour, S10 per bar- 
rel wholesale, and retail af $1.35 per one- 
eighth sack, and 7 cents a pound.

Cherry Time. 


Cherries, like other small fruits, may 


be canned without cooking. 
Crush

of sugar; stir until the sugar is 
well dissolved before canning. Care 
should be taken that the jars are 
sterilized, and that they are perfectly 
sealed; then keep in a cold place.

Cherry Fritters. 


Make a batter of a cupful and a half 


of flour, barley or corn Hour, mixed 
with equal parts of wheat flour; sift 
with two toaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der, a half teaspoonful of salt and one 
half cupful of milk, one beaten egg. 
At the last add a cupful of pitted cher- 
ries that have been covered with su- 
gar and allowed to stand for an hour. 
Drop by spoonfuls into hot fat, and 
fry to a golden brown. Serve with a 
sauce made from the cherry juice and 
sugar. 


Cherry Conserve. 


Chop one pound of raisins, two 


pounds of cherries, three oranges, 
(juice and rind), and cook with four 
pounds of sugar for 20 minutes. Seal 
in small jars. This is delicious. 


Cherry Salad. 


Remove the pits from large, dark 


cherries like the "Ring," and fill the 
cavities with blenched filberts.

Demonstrators Teach Value of Potatoes 


By the U. S. Department of Agriculture 


Thirty iiiillion bushels of potatoes, tlic estimated surplus of last 
year’s erop> must bo eaten before July 1 or they will rot. Potatoes are a 
ehcap food now in most placcs. At two cents a pound they are equal in 
food value to bread at eight cents a loaf. Every potato eaten saves wheat. 
Fifteen hundred home-demonstration agents of the United States 
department of agriculture and the state agricultural colleges are ready 
to push tho potato along a •well-paved way. 
They are teaching how to 
use mashed potatoes as a substitute for wheat flour in breads and pies 
and cakes; they are giving instructions in the making of potato loaf and 
scalloped and baked dishes. They are sliowing women how they can train 
their families to eat potatoes cheerfully three times a day. 
In the cities the gospel of potatoes for patriotism is spread through 
the war kitchen, tl'^i neighborhood centers, the clubs, the churches, dem­ 
onstrations in setilcment houses, talks before Red Cross auxiliaries, etc.

The central thought to be borne in 
mind in considering the growing of 
more poultry as a war necessity is the 
fact tliat the keeping of poultry is a 
means of converting into good food 
materials that cannot be utilized by 
man, that cannot be eaten by any oth­ 
er kinds of siock, and that, without 
the poultry, would be ab.soluto waste. 
Very cl(»arly. it becomes a national as 
w'ell as an individual duty to keej) 
enough poultry to tiike up all such 
waste materials. 
As long as fowls 
take the bulk of their fee<l from sucli 
sources and require to be f(*d on grain 
or other garnered feculs only as a lin- 
ishlng process, additional food is being 
created. 
Oareful planning must bo done, of 
course, to insure the utilization of as 
many kinds of woste materials as pos- 
sil)lb and to avoid overstocking witli 
any one kind of poultry that would not 
be fully fed from the i)articular kinds 
of waste which it eats and would, 
thi*r(»fore, requii’o to be largely fed 
from garnered materials. 
(Miickens, in any general scheme of 
poultry production, of course, must 
take first ])lace. They are best adapt- 
(»d to g(»neral conditions, take a W'ide 
range of feeds and convert th(*m, per- 
ha]r , wiili tlie greatest

Cherries, like otlier small fruits, may 
be canned without cooking. 
Crush 
the fruit well and mix M’ith equal parts 
of sugar; stir until the sugar is 
well dissolved before canning. Care 
should be taken that the jars are 
sterilized, and that they are perfectly 
sealed; thou keep in a cold place. 
A few preserved cherries to use as a 
garnish for various dishes are quite 
an addition to the fruit closet. AYhen 
canning cherries, if a kernel or tw’o 
of the pits are added tp each Jar, the 
llavor of almond, wiiich is must deli­ 
cate, is given to the fruit. ^

At tho last add a cupful of pitted cher­ 
ries that have been covered with su­ 
gar and allowed to stand for an hour.

The cotton plant, upon which the 
world depends so largely for clothing, 
is rapidly increasing in importance 
as a food prjoducer. Oil from the cot­ 
ton seed, formerly almost monopolized 
by makers of high grade soap, now 
appears upon the table in the form of 
palatable salad dressing and also as 
lard and butter substitutes. More re­ 
cently the seed has been made to yiold 
a flour from which bread pleasing to 
the taste and as nourishing as lean 
beefsteak Is baked. 
A bakery in a 
Southern city is selling 400 loaves of 
it a week. 
The annual value of cotton seed 
products is placed at $250.000.000, one- 
half the outimt being used for food. 
Farmers are now receiving .^40 to $50 
a ton for the seed, as compared to 
$6 or $7 a quarter of a centiu’y ago.

The SUPZ canal, planned and con- 


structed by a French engineer and 
French capital, is owned and operated 
by a French company in which the 
British government holds a controlling 
interest, obtained in 1S75 by buying 
the large bloYk of stock previously 
owned by Egypt, for $20.000,000. Ves- 
sels of all nations, whether armed or 
not, warships as well as merchant 
ships, are allowed, to pass through the 
canal in peace or war at a uniform 
rate of toll according to size or ton- 
nage of tne vessel.

How a soldier of German parentage, 
tiied and acquitted at Gettytíburg last 
summer for deseHion, won recoirnition 
for bravery in the rccent heavy iightin? 
in Franco, is told in adippatch from Ray­ 
mond G. Carroll to tho ‘‘Public Ledger*^ 
of Phildelphia, w’tiich he represents with 
the American E. F, 
Though Carroll did 
/lot mention the name of the soldier at 
Gettyahun» last summer but tells the sto 
ry of hie bravery in this way: “There is 
a soldier, both of whose parents were born 
in Germany, but who is a citizen of Amer­ 
ica. 
Back in camp in Gettysburg he w'as 
tried for desertion and acquitted. 
As a 
member of a machine ^un company near 
Chateau Thierry he was cut off and cap­ 
tured by a German patrol party of tA’en- 
ty five. 
He heard the (lerman captain

The piisoner spoke

knowing that his chances of escape were 
one in ten thousand he led the enemy 
group directly up to our lines.

Homc.Bound Steamship Was Attacked 
by Raider 700 Miles Off Delaware 
Capes. 


Sinking of an allied transport under 
American charter on June 18, about 
700 mill's east of the Delaware capes, 
was reported to tho navy department.
